Rogers Hornsby, who was 
‘traded down the river” after lead- 
ing the 1926 Cardinals to a pen- 
naht and world championship and 
whose dismissal last August as 
manager of the Chicago Cubs 
seemed to shunt him to the base- 
ball discard, has been given a 
chance’ to come back. The prov- 
ing grounds will be the scene of 
his greatest glory. 

Hornsby signed a one-year con- 
tract yesterday as a player with 
the St. Louis Cardinals, and the 
man who is giving the “firebrand” 
of baseball his big opportunity is 
‘Sam Breadon, the “other man” in 
the first major clash of Hornsby’s 
stormy career.

regulations of the National 
League, According to those rules, 
the Cardinals cannot give Hornsby 
hig release if some other club in 
the league claims his services. But, 
according to the contract, if some 
club claims him, Hornsby will be 
free to sell his services to the 
highest bidder, with no profit ac- 
cruing to the Cardinals. 

Hornsby signed the contract 
with the understanding that he 
was not considered as a possible 
future manager of the Cardinals 
and he volunteered the statement 
that he would subordinate himself 
to Manager Charles E. Street's 
every wish, that he would offer no 
criticism.and that he expected to 
be released if Manager Street de- 
cided that ‘Hornsby, the player, 
was unable to help the club. 

Breadon Expects Comeback. 

Breadon, in announcing that he 
had rehired the man he had fired, 
virtually for insubordination, seven 
years ago, said that he expected 
Hornsby to be of material help to 
the Cardinals in the 1933 pennant 
campaign. 

“IT am confident that Hornsby will 
be able to play major league ball 
for us,” Breadon declared. “Horns- 
by, you ‘remember, underwent an 
operation on his heel in November, 
1929, and the next year suffered a 
fractured ankle on May 30. It takes 
two years for a player to recover 
from the effects of a fractured an- 
kle. It took that long for Maran- 
ville after he was injured and Thev- 
enow and Roettger were similar 
cases. But Hornsby now has re- 
covered fully from his injuries. His 
legs are sound and his ankle is 
as efficient as ever. 

“Hornsby will go to camp as a 
candidate for the job at second 
base. That is the position where 
he gained his greatest fame. Yes, 
he will be competing with Frank 
Frisch and if Hornsby wins the 
job, Frisch, of course, can be shift- 
ed to third base.

Snook, night agent and telegraph 
operator at the Mobile & Ohio 


Railroad station here, was mur- 
dered after a robbery early ‘today. 

His body was found at 7 o'clock 
this morning outside the engine 
house of the Wilson coal mine, a 
quarter of a mile from the station. 
His skull was badly crushed, as if 
from repeated blows of a heavy 
weapon. In the grass near by was 
found a heavy iron railroad brake 
key, believed by officers to have 
been used by the murderers. 

Snook was about 45 years old. 
He is not known to have had any 
trouble previously, but the killing 
is believed to have been only an 
outcome of the robbery. 

Records left by Snook in the sta- 
tion indicated that the robbers had 
obtained $37.70 of Western Union 
Telegraph Co. funds and $17.57 of 
Mobile & Ohio money, but they 
left two checks and overlooked $9 
belonging to Snook, which was in 
the money drawer. 

The station safe was found open, 
and papers from it were scattered 
over the floor. Indications were 
that Snook had been forced to 
walk to the mine and killed there. 

The robbery and murder occurred 
between 1 and 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. A helper had left the station 
about 1 o’clock. The relief opera- 
tor, arriving at 2-o’clock, found 
Snook missing. When Snook failed 
to return home at the usual hour 
his wife called the helper and a 
search was started. John Wilson, 
the mine engineer, found the body.

Roosevelt addressed a large crowd 
gathered below him on the 
thoroughfare, which was closed to 
traffic. 

The Governor today was 80 
hoarse that he spoke with dif- 
ficulty. He spoke briefly at the 
various stops, on this account. 

Speech at Richmond. 

At Richmond Gov. Roosevelt 
said he expected to live just across 
the Potomac. 

He qucted Thomas Jefferson's 
recommendation for a “wise and 
frugal Government,” and said that 
beginning next March the Democ- 
cratic party hoped to close the 
circle of our felicities.” 

There were frequent cheers as 
the Governor’s voice rang out 
through the special amplifiers on 
his private car.

LA CROSSE, Wis., Oct. 25. — 
Two of four robbers, surprised at 
the State Bank of Mindoro, were 
eaptured today after a series of 
fights extending over two counties.

He succeeded Jack Slattery as 
manager of the Braves in. mid- 
season of 1928, and at the close 
of the season was traded to the 
Cubs for a reported price of $200,- 
000 and five players. 

The Cubs won the pennant in 
1929 and Hornsby that year was 
voted the “most valuable player 
to his team” in the National 
League. Late in the s n of 
1930 Hornsby was appoifited man- 
ager of the Cubs to succeed Joe 
McCarthy. 

After the Cubs finished third in 
1931 Hornsby reorganized the 
team, rebuilding the infield. He 
kept the club in a contending po- 
sition, but clashed with President 
William Veeck and early in Au- 
gust, was deposed and received 
his unconditional release and 
Charley Grimm was appointed to 

ucceed him. 

The Cubs went on to win the 
pennant and when the players met 
to apportion their world series 
money, they did not include Horns- 
by as a beneficiary. The players 
were within their rights accord- 
ing to the rules, but the action 
drew adverse criticism from many 
quarters and during the world se- 
ries the Yankees, champions of 
the American League, made cap- 
ital of the players’ action by taunt- 
ing the National Leaguers, during 
the games, for their lack of gen- 
erosity. 

In the long run, however, the 
players’ vote proved beneficial to 
Hornsby, for it swung the 
‘pendulum of public opinion,’ and 
many persons who had condemned 
him for his lack of tact and dis- 
cretion, came to look on him as a 
man who had not received a square 
deal.

Des- 
titution, resulting from loss of her 
money in invéstments and loss of 
her job, drove her to the act. 

Murder charges will be filed 
against the woman, Coles County 
officials said, but it was indicated 
she might not be brought to trial. 

Relatives admitted that Mrs. 
Carrell’s sister, Mrs. Nina Steed de 
Groot, was indicted and tried for 
the murder of one of her children 
near Quincy in 1920. A jury ac- 
quitted her of killing the baby, 
which drowned in a tank of water, 
and Mrs. de Groot since has reared 
a family of five. She left her home 
near Quincy to stay with her moth- 
er Mrs. Lia Steed, in Chicago after 
the discovery here last Saturday 
that Mrs. Carrell had drowned her 
children and tried to take her own 
life. 

The three children were buried 
this morning in Cottonwood Town- 
ship of Cumberland County in a 
single grave. beside that of their 
father, Elwood Carrel, who died 
five years ago. Their mother’s wish, 
that their bodies be cremated and 
the ashes spread over their father’s 
grave, was not observed. , 

Mrs. Carrell probably will be 
taken to jail Thursday.

Charges Republican Party 
With Responsibility for

NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 26.—For- 


York, Democratic candidate for 
President in 1928, took the stump 
for Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
here last night, addressing a cheer- 
ing crowd estimated at 20,000 in 
the hall and 50,000 outside. 

He ‘stressed the Republican 
“campaign of bigotry” against him 
in 1928 and connected President 
Hoover with it and charged the Re- 
publican National Committee with 
responsibility for it. He denounced 


President Hoover as the “head of 
the dry movement” in the United 
States, and wound up with an ap- 
peal for victory for “the Demo- 
cratic ticket, Roosevelt and Gar- 
ner.“ 

This was the first time Smith 


man who beat him for the Demo- 
cratic nomination at the Chicago 
convention. 


Bears Down on Prohibition. 
Repeatedly interrupted by ap- 


speech to prohibition. 

In 1928,” he said, both parties 
ducked the prohibition issue. They 
were both afraid of it. 

“The Democratic party wasn’t a 
bit better than the Republican 
party. They both laid down, in 
fear of the consequences had they 
taken a decided step looking to re- 
vision or repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. 


“I think the record pretty clear- 
ly indicates that I did not dodge 
it. I did not duck it. I went into 
it head-on.” 

Of the Republican stand on pro- 
hibition he said: 

“For hypocrisy, for deceit, for 
double-dodging, double-dealing and 
double- crossing it probably has 
nothing to equal it in all the an- 
nals of American history.“ | 

Referring to the Republican 
plank, he read the part we do not 
favor a submission limiting the 
issue to retention or repeal,“ and 
declared: “If you want my private 
opinion of the fellow that put that 
in there, I would put him in the 
bonehead class.“ 

Urges Decision on Nov: 8. 

Still speaking of prohibition, he 
said: “If you don’t settle this ques- 
tion on the 8th of November, there 
won't be any use holding protest 
meetings in January. Tou've got to 
settle this now. You’ve got to do 
it through the Democrats. The Re- 
publican party is on the loose,” 

Smith asserted that a swéeping 
demand for prohibition reform was 
brought about by the economic sit- 
uation, which “hit the country be- 
tween the eyes.” 

He said the Republican plank 
had been worded so no Republican 
candidate would be committed to 
anything, “and consequently it is 
easy for them to receive the ap- 
proval of the Anti-Saloon League, 
the Women’s Christiaan Temper. 
ance Union, the Ku Klux Klan, the 
Methodist Conference and the ag- 
gregation of bigots that make up 
what they call the dry forces.” 

He referred several times to 
President-Hoover as “the dry 
leader of the United States.“ 
Democratic Stand.on Prohibition. 

Turning to the section of the 
Democratic platform on prohibi- 
tion, Smith sald: 

“No political party during my 
time on any particular issue spoke 
more plainly and more definitely 
than the Democratic party spoke 
from that convention in ‘Chicago 
when it said: ‘We favor the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment.“ 

He then read the rest of the 
party’s prohibition declaration. 

“I wrote that plank,” he added. 
The crowd cheered, 

“The Democratic platform plank 
has put the Democratic party in 
the bright light of intelligent un- 
derstanding on the part of the in 
telligent people throughout the 
United States, and it leaves the 
Republican party where it was in 
1928—the party of bigotry, of de- 
ceit, of hypocrisy.” 

When he turned to economic 
issues, Smith said: “If the chas- 
tening fire that followed the par- 
alysis of business and industry

taught that in the future, and for 
many years to come, no candidate 
for public office will dare to stand 
on the platform any place in the 
United States and claim credit for 
any political party for the eé¢o- 
nomic cycles of business depres-.

TOGONGEAL THEFT 


Declares Hel Left! Impression 
He Was Kidnaped by 
Burglars as Hoax to Hide 
Forgeries. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 25.—Elliott 
B. Thomas, school superintendent, 
voluntarily has confessed that his 


plot to disappear as the supposed 


victim of burglars and wed a Sc- 
attle girl under another name, was 
a hoax to hide the theft of about 
$8000 in school funds. 

Appearing at the office of Dis- 
trict Attorney Buron Fitts, with 
his wife, Olive, who had spoken 
forgiveness for his scheme to mar- 
ry Sylvia Wilson, the 36-year-old 
head of Redondo Beach schools 
said he had forged county war- 
rants totaling between 38000 and 
$10,000, since January, 1930. 

He assigned the motive first to 
speculation and later to financing 
his romance with Miss Wilson, 
which began last July and ended 


last week shortly after they had 


taken out a marriage license at 
Kelso, Wash. His attorney, George 
Penney, said he would plead guilty 
if an indictment were returned. 
Returns $2600 in Cash. 

„J just don’t know why I did it.“ 
Thomas told Fitts. “I began to 
speculate in 1930. At first small 
amounts; then larger ones. I 
can't remember just how many 
warrants I forged; probably be- 
tween $8000 and 310,000.“ 

As he unfolded his story, he 
drew from his pockets $2600 in 
cash and $500 in checks, which he 
surrendered to repay a portion of 
the thefts. 

He had carried the cash and 
checks with him since he’ con- 
trived to disappear eight days ago 
after leaving a meeting of the 
School Board at his home suppos- 
edly to obtam needed documents 
at his office. His office was found 
in disorder and he was at first 
sought on the theory he had sur- 
prised burglars who kidnapei 
him. 

Instead he drove to the Pacific 
Northwest in an automobile which 
his wife thought he had sold. 
There, under the name of E. T. 
Sherwood, he obtained a license to 
marry Miss Wilson, but returned 
here voluntarily without marrying 
the girl when he learned his sub- 
terfuge was discovered. 

Wife Still Proud of Him. 

Mrs. Thomas disclosed she 
learned of the thefts shortly after 
her husband's return. He confessed 
to her and she insisted he make a 
“clean breast of everything.” As 
he recounted the embezzlement, a 
stack of warrants was placed be- 
fore him and he sorted out the 
forged documents, which bore the 
signatures of numerous associates. 

“Marrying the girl in Seattle was 
merely a part of the plot to die as 
Thomas and live as Sherwood,” he 
related. ‘I staged the fake rob- 
bery and kidnaping to protect my 
wife. I love her only, but I could 
not run away as other people run. 
It would have reflected on her.” 

As he was led away to jail, his 
wife said: “I am proud of him 
that he had the courage to return 
and face what he has to face.”

BANKERS SAY CR 
PASSED THS SUMMER 


Investment Group Reports 
Upturn in Value of 
Securities 


By the Associated Press. 
WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 


W. Va., Oct. 25.—Two committees 
of the Investment Bankers’ Asso- 


ciation’ reported today investiga- 
tions they have made indicate that 
“the summer of 1932 has witnessed 
the actual passing of the economic 
crisis” in this country. 

Outlining its findings to the an- 
nual convention of the organiza- 
tion here, the busintss subcommit- 
tee said: 

“Your committee feels that with 
every regard for its responsibili- 
ties it is justified in stating from 
the facts at its disposal that the 
summer*of 1932 has witnessed the 

Pat ing of the crisis.” 

After noting that there have, 
been “upturns in commodity prices 
in England and the United States,“ 
and saying ree 3 i the months 
of July and A the value of 
stocks and bonds on the New York 
Stock Exchange increased over 
$17,000,000,000, the committee add- 
ed: 

“Lest there be—in view of all 
the discussion in regard to infla- 
tion—a. misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the soundness of this ad- 
vance, it can be stated with assur- 
ance that the increase in the dol- 
lar value of these securities has not 
been accompanied by an impair- 
ment in the gold value of the dol- 
lar itself. 

“On July 6, 1932, for every $100 
in circulation in the United States 
the country had monetary gold 
amounting to $67.91. By the end 
of August the ratio of monetary 
gold stock in circulation had risen 
to 71.61 per $100 in circulation.” 

In making its report the Business 
Problems Committee seconded the 
findings of the Business Committee 


“The darkest hour of the most 
colossal financial disturbance in 
history seems past.” 

Many of the bankers today dis- 
played keen interest in the Federal 
Taxation Committee’s report on the 
revenue that the United States Gov- 
ernment could derive in the event 
that beer was legalised and tax2d. 
The committee said that a tax on 
beer up to 40 cents a gallon would 
bring into the Government coffers 
the sum of $754,000,000 a year 
This sum roughly is about three- 
fourths of the entire income tax 
collected by the Government dur- 
ing the last fiscal year. 

Taxation Main Subject. 

Taxation is a subject in nearly 
all of the papers presented to the 
convention. The consensus is that 
the taxation problems of the na- 
tion must be solved before the 
country makes headway toward 
complete economic recovery. 

A substantial reduction in real 
estate taxes must be brought about, 
according to the opinion expressed 
by the report of the Real Estate 
Securities Committee, of which 
Louis K. Boysen of Chicago is 
chairman. 

The breakdown of real estate 
bond issues referred to in the 1930 
and 1931 annual reports has con- 
tinued during 1932 in an ever-in- 
creasing volume,” said the report 
of this committee. 

“Unemployment and the conse- 
quent inability to pay rent, togeth- 
er with excessive taxation, have 
forced many real estate bond issues 
into foreclosure that would other- 
wise have weathered the storm. 
Theme is no reason to expect an 
active market for real estate at fair 
prices until there is some sem- 
blance of normal prosperity, ac- 
companined by a substantia] reduc- 
tion in real estate taxes.“ ,

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Court today sustained President 
von Hindenburg's removal of the 
Prussian Government from office 
on July 20 and his teemporary ap- 
pointment of Chancellor Franz von 
Papen as Commissioner for that 
State with power to name substi- 
tute Prussian officials. 

President von Hindenburg's 
emergency decree for the re-estab- 
lishment of security and order in 
Prussia is compatible with the Fed - 
eral Constitution, Chief Justice Er- 
win Bumke announced. 

It was not permissible, the rul- 
ing said, for the Federal Govern- 
ment to take from the deposed 


Prus#ian Ministry its right to rep-T 


resent Prussia in the Reichstag or 
the Reichsrath or in dealings with 
the Prussian State Council, or oth- 
er German states. 

Political Germany appeared to 
be bewildered over the verdict of 
the court.. What stumped political 
leaders was the two-edged nature 
of the verdict. 

It was noted that the Court held 
the temporary taking over of the 
Pru n Ministry by the Chancel- 
lor was justified, but decided at 
the same time that the deposed 
Ministers were conceded the right 
to continue to represent Prussia of- 
ficially. 

Inquiries among the various 
party leaders brought the stock re- 
ply, “We must first study the ver- 
dict before announcing our posi- 
tion.“ 

Government circles, however, 
hastened to assure the Associated 
Press they considered the verdict a 
complete victory for Chancellor 
von Papen. On the other hand, one 
retired Minister of Justice de- 
scribed the verdict as giving Prus- 
sia two governments. 

The court’s opinion stated that 
individual chargem by the Federal 
Government of negligence by 
members of the Prussian cabinet 
were not substantiated, especially 
the charge that the Prussian Gov- 
ernment had failed to oppose 
Communism with sufficient energy. 

The Court found, however, that 
in view of the general political un- 
rest at the time, President von 
Hindenburg was justified, under 
the constitution, in considering 
that the public safety was mate- 
rially @isturbed and to appoint a 
temporary Federal commissioner. 

While recognizing the Chancel- 
lor's right to remove Otto Braun, 
the premier, temporarily, the Court 
intimated that it considered he had 
exceeded his authority in address- 
ing a letter to Braun as ausser 
dienst,“ which means ex,“ or re- 
tired. * | 

“It is not permissable,” the opin- 
ion stated, “to turn the whole 
state government over to a Fed- 
éral commissioner and to remove 
the constitutionally appointed min- 
isters from their places. The con- 
stitutionally appointed state gov- 
ernment must remain, as the or- 
gan of the state.” 

The Court admits that this eas- 
ily lead to friction between the 
Federal commissioners and the 
regular ministers, but expresses. 
the opinion that this does not jus- 
tify “setting aside the constitution- 
al rights éf states,”

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—-The new 
“safety code of 1932 has had an 
effect in reducing death and in- 
jury to- college football players, but 
apparently has failed to eliminate 
‘the hazards to preparatory school 
and sand lot players, a survey of 
gridiron fatalities so far this sea- 
son indicates. 

A year ago, on Oct, 24 at New 
Haven, Richard Brinsley Sheridan, 
young West Point end, was fatally 
injured trying to make a tackle in 
the Army-Yale game. That casual- 
ty, one of 50 last fall, ‘touched off 
the storm of inquiry and search 
for safeguards that resulted in a 
complete overhauling of the foot- 
ball ryles, eliminating the “flying 
wedge”.on kick-offs, flying blocks 


kind tackles, “rabbit punches“ on 
the necks of linemen. 

But today, with almost half the 
season completed, 11 deaths al- 
ready have been attributed to foot- 
ball hurts in the United States and 
two boys are reported dying. Of 
the 12 cases, 11 resuited from play 
on high school and gand lot grid- 


insisted the supervision, care and 
training given 8 7 men were 
lacking. 

The sole exception, where all the 
safeguards thrown about college 
players were in effect, was report- 
ed from New Orleans. Hugh Mar- 
tin Williams, 18-year-old freshman, 
was kicked in the abdomen in a 
practice session with the Loyola 
varsity and died later of internal 
injuries. ‘ 

250 Injuries, Mostly Minor. 

The National Bureau of Casual- 
ty and Surety Underwriters, gath- 
ering national college statistics. 
have received reports so far on 
250 injuries. Most of these were 
minor character, the bureau said, 
adding the only serious case was 
My Ubl, Minnesota backfield star, 
who barely survived a chest in- 
jury. 

Five high school boys, two sand 
lot players, two youngsters in 
neighborhood games and one acad- 
emy player in Honolulu suffered 
fatal injuries. In addition to this 
list, Asa Mohr, 26, suffered a 
broken neck in a game between 
town teams in Central City, Neb., 
While F. C. Smith, 20, a Municipal 
League player, was so badly hurt 
about the head in a game in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., that he is not expect- 


ed to live. 


Just as last year’s toll came 
mainly through head injuries, so do 
the deaths reported so far this sea- 
son bear out the necessity for pro- 
tective measures against this type 
of hurt. Particularly do these in- 
juries seem to haunt high school 
gridirons. — 

Already three high school players 
have died of head and neck in- 
juries, Bob Houtz, 17, Alhambra 
(Cal.) senior, with a broken neck; 
Thomas Bagwell, 16, St. Louis, 
fractured vertebra, and Fred Win-

To think that a man 
who has lived in the tenements to 
help his fellow man and devoted 
his life to uplifting humanity ¢an 
disappear in the height of his 
vigor and power is a shock to the 
nation.”

son, was not a prohibifionist as pic- 
tured in the public mind. 
“Contrary to general belief,” Lev- 
inson said, “Mr. Robins was not in 
favor of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead act. But, 
when prohibition became the law 
he was in favor of giving it a fair 
test. He went around the country 
speaking for it and spoke in every 
State in the Union.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 25.—To 
aid the needy, the California Food 
Administration is moving food by 
hundreds of tons from surplus 
stocks in warehouses and on farms 
—food which would otherwise go to 
waste. a 

Agencies correlated with the ad- 
ministration in a single county in 


the State in one month distributed 
4,730,749 pounds of food to 24,716 
families, at an average cost of 34 
mills a family. In this one county 
107,136 individuals were fed. 

Although designed primarily to 
salvage surplus crops and manu- 
factured food supplies for the feed- 
ing of those without funds,. the 
State set up has been at least mod- 
erately successful in obtaining some 
payment for the producers of food. 
Its greatest benefit to producers, 
the office of the State administra- 
tor asserts, has been in taking off 
the market great quanities of un- 
dersized or slightly defective fruits 
and vegetables, and second grade 
or slightly blemished canned prod- 
ucts. | 

No foodstuffs have been handled 
which were not wholesome, fresh 
and able to pass the inspection of 
food and health departments. 
Sections of State Exchange Food. 

More than 250 tons of oranges 
and potatoes have been exchanged 
between. Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia for the benefit of the job- 
less in the last few weeks. 

Work has been found for many 
who were willing to exchange labor 
for food. Use of storage facilitics 
lent by commercial companies has 


aided in the work. A company 
which had a macaroni (factory 
standing idle made it available, and 
a considerable quantity of surplus 
wheat is to be made into maca- 
roni and other food products. 

Fishing boats that were not in 
commercial use were put to work 
with volunteer crews in the Los 
Angeles area, and, using gasoline 
and oil furnished by the Los An- 
geles Relief Council, they are 
catching 3500 pounds of fish daily 
for the needy. The operation has 
been so successful that five more 
boats will be put into service. 

An ice company at Wilmington 
contributed space for the storage 
of 50 tons of fish, and facilities for 
freezing fresh meats have been 
made available. 

Work Traded for Supplics. 

At Altadena 429 men signed an 
agreement to exchange work for 
food., and 300 families—about 1800 
persons—are being fed. 

Ordering through the Food Ad- 
ministration, one California county 
obtained its entire winter’s supply 
of relief food. As an illustration 
of the low cost made possible by 
the co-operative effort six tons of 
potatoes and 50 sacks of onions 
cost the county $8.50. 

More than half the counties of 
the State, representing a popula- 
tion of about 3,500,000, have organ- 
ized local relief councils under the 
direction of the State Food Admin- 
istration, to enable them to ex- 
change their surplus supplies for 
outside foodstuffs needed for a bal- 
anced relief ration. 

Transportation companies have

NEW YORK, Cet. 25.—The 
slump of the British pound sterling 
to below $3.30 for cable transfers 
has been the most severe since last 
December and coſapares with the 
high for 1932 of $3.82% reached 
last March. Until last week sterling 
had held fairly steady for several 
months between $3.45 and $3.50. 

Obviously, the Bank of England 
control, which started out with a 
sterling equalization fund of some 
150,000,000 pounds, withdrew its 


support last week when the pound 


dropped to just below $3.40. At 
this rate, however, the bank appar- 
ently came back into the market 
and sterling became steadier, only 
to break sharply again yesterday. 

The recessions of last week, and 
yesterday, were variously attributed 
to reports that the British equaliza- 
tien fu had been seriously de- 
pleted of late, to the autumn pres- 
sure of whcitt and cotton imports, 
to the rise in the cost of living in 
England, to the growing number of 
unemployment demonstrations, tv 
talk of currency inflation, and to 
rumors that the Government of 
the United Kingdom, for trading 
purposes, had decided to permit the 
currency to sink to substantially 
lower levels.

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JOBLESS MARCH IN RAIN 
ON THE WAY 70 LONDON 


“Army” to Begin Arriving in 
Capital Tomorrow to Pre- 
sent Demands.

LONDON, Oct. 25.—Accomoda- 
tions for 2000 unemployed march- 
ers nearing London tonight were 
promised by London Coun Coun- 
cil authorities in event organizers 
of the march failed to make ade- 
quate preparations. 

Council officials made it plain 
they expected leaders of the dem- 
onstration to obtain accommoda- 
tions for the dozen or so parties 
of the jobless army who were to 
camp tonight at such nearby places 
as Croydon and St. Albans. 

When the marchers converge to- 
morrow at Hyde Park, London’s 
unemployed plan a great demon- 
stration of welcome. - 

A nation-wide demonstration in 
their behalf has been organized by 
the National Unemployed Workers’ 
movement, which a Government 
spokesman in Parliament has 
branded as a Communist organiza- 
tion. Many of the marchers were 
reported wearing red rosettes and 
the charge was made in several 
London newspapers that the march 
was fostered by funds from Mos- 
cow. ; 

The leader of the march is W. A. 
L. Hannington, who led a similar 
“hunger march” to London in 
1930. | 

While the marchers from Scot- 
land, Wales and many parts of En- 
gland were plodding along muddy 
road in incessant rains, George 
Lansbury, newly elected head of 
the Labor party. moved a vote of 
censure in the House of Commors 
this afternoon against the National 
Government. He charged the Gov- 
ernment had failed to deal ef- 
fectively with the economic :situa- 
tion and attacked it for imposing 
the means test on unemployed re- 
ceiving. the dole. 

Among demands of the march- 

ers will be abolition of this test 
which limits unemployed insurance 
benefits. 
The means test becomes opera- 
tive when an unemployed man or 
woman has drawn insurance bene- 
fit for 26 weeks. Then the recipi- 
ent goes off the national dole and 
is required to apply for “transi- 
tional benefit,“ which is distributed 
by local public assistance commit- 
tees. These committees inquire in- 
to applicants’ means of subsistence 
and may stop or reduce their al- 
lowances,

The Taxation Evil. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OU are generally so alert to the pub- 
lic interest that I can’t understand 
“why you let the Indianapolis News, the 
Chicago Tribune and a few other out- 
standing papers, even including the “pro- 
gressive’ Kansas City Star, steal a march 
on you in their campaign for reduced 
governmental expenditures. 

You are doubtless so busy running the 
vermin known as “public utilities” ragged 
that you have little editorial space left 
to denouncing the greatest of all steals 
—taxation. One notable exception, how- 
ever, is your courageous fight against 
the bonus holdup. I have no apologies for 
the utilities. Some of their heads should 
be in the penitentiary on life sentences. 
Others you could boil in oil as far as 1 
am concerned. However, the fact re- 
mains that where the utilities may be 
stealing pennies from the people, those 
living on the taxpayer are stealing dol- 
lars. 

I. H. Lionberger has contributed some 
splendid letters in this column on this 
paramount issue of taxation. Mr. Thomp- 
son of the Bar Association fearlessly told 
the truth about it in his recent address

The American Federation of Labor has abandoned 
Its genera) practice of refraining from making po 
litical indorsements in the instance of Senator Hiram 
Bingham of Connecticut, who is a candidate for re- 
election. William Green, the federatian’s president, in 


Bingham, goes so far ag to call him “the most per- 
sistent enemy labor has in the United States Senate.” 

In support of this sweeping declaration, Mr. Green 
brings as evidence the fact that Senator Bingham 
“has never voted in favor of any labor legislation 
before Congress.” On the other hand, he has made a 
practice of opposing measures designed to help the 
lot of those who must labor for their living. Then 
as the last straw, the A. F. of L. head cites Senator 
Bingham’s vote to confirm to the Supreme Court 
Judge Parker of yellow dog contract notoriety, a 
vote rebuked by the majority that very day and 
since overwhelmingly repudiated by Congress in 
passing a bill to outlaw yellow dog contracts. 

Mr. Green’s case against Senator Bingham is a 
good one, but the bill of particulars fails to mention 
the most disgraceful of all the things the Connectt- 
cut Senator has done since he was elected to the 
Senate six years ago. We refer to his unpardonable 
act of placing Charles L. Eyanson, an officer of 
the Connecticut Manufacturers’ Association, on the 
payroll of the Senate and in using him as an-adviser 
in secret meetings of the Senate’s Finance Committee. 
So thoroughiy did Senator Bingham discredit him-

The new rules for contract bridge are to be pub 
lished, and become instantly effective, on Nov. 1.

The Four - Month Interval 


James has introduced an interesting in- 

novation into the practice of diplomacy. 
He has made a partisan campaign speech 
in Manchester, England, warning the peo- 
ple of England about the hazards of a 
change of administration in the United 
States. He has told them that if the Demo- 
crats win, “the United States and, to a cer- 
tain extent, the world, will mark time” for 
four months. 

Before considering the substance of Mr. 
Mellon’s remarks, it is in order to inqutre 
whether an Ambassador representing the 
American nation is well advised to make a 
partisan speech on foreign soil. Party poli- 
tics is supposed to stop at the water's edge, 
and if Mr. Stimgon were free to follow the 
promptings of his own conscience, he would 
sharply remind Mr. Mellon that his office 
in Great Britain is to represent the Ameri- 
can people as a whole and not merely the 
Republican party. For if this practice were 
allowed to become established, if all the 
Ambassadors in each capital started making 
campaign. speeeches, the result would be 
bedlam.

It has been said by those who approve of 
the substance of Mr. Mellon’s remarks that 
those who object to them must quarrel 
with the calendar. They,are mistaken. It 
is stipulated, not in the calendar but in the 
Constitution, that a defeated administration 
shall hold office for four months after the 
country has rejected it. It is an unsatisfac- 
tory arrangement inherited from the eight- 
eenth century, and if Senator Norris’ amend- 
ment is ratified, the waiting time will be 
cut in half. But while the Constitution is 
what it is, it is a strange suggestion that the 
people should determine their choice of ad- 
ministration for a period of four years on 
the theory that a change will produce some 
inconvenience for four months. 

The problem of the four-month interval 
was particularly acute in 1916, when it ap- 
peared as if Mr. Hughes might defeat Presi- 
dent Wilson. For at that moment the issue 
of war and peace hung in the balance and, 
face to face with a desperate Germany, it 
would have been very dangerous to have 
an administration in power which had been 
defeated at the polls. The position today 
is certainly not analogous, but if Mr. Mellon

FITZ KREISLER gave his an- 
Fe St. Louis concert at the 

Odeon last night and left on the 
minds of his enraptured auditors 
the usual impression of a phenom- 
enon too rarified to be adequately 
described. Certainly, at this late 
date, there is no point in attempt- 
ing an analysis of an artist who has 
become as perennial, as monumen- 
tal and as recurring as the autum- 
nal equinox. 

All that can be said with any 
show of appropriateness is that at 
a time when so many men are des- 
perate and unhappy, and when 80 
many landmarks are threatening to 
disappear before our eyes, it is a 
good thing to be reminded of those 
higher reaches of the human spirit. 

Kreisler's program included two 
three-movement numbers, the 
Beethoven Kreutzer Sonata and a 
Violin Concerto in A Minor by Vi-, 
otti. and a concluded group 
short pieces. 

The Beethoven Sonata—in which 
Mr. Lamson, the accompanist, par- 
ticipated on equal terms—was 
played with as much tact and re- 
finement as anything else, but if 
Beethoven's reputation had de- 
pended on that opus he would have 
deserved an even greater obscurity 
than the fiddler to whom it was 
dedicated. And nobody remembers 
his name. : 

In the warm, exquisite and clas- 
sically graceful Viotti concerto, 
Kreisler became even more raffine 
than usual. It was all suggestion 
and subtle allusion and there were 
long stretches when even that 
characteristic throb was not in evi- 
dence. 

The final group was composed 
of works by Ravel, Debussy, Dvo- 
rak and Kreiser himself. Two en- 
cores were also compositions of his 
own. The third was Beethoven's 
Rondino.

Use for Honorary Degrees. 
Mr. Hoover departed from the 
text of his prepared address to tell 
how he was “four times or three 
times, or something like that, an 
honorary doctor of medicine.” 

One of the most practical uses of 
his honorary doctorates, Mr. 
Hoover said, was some years ago 
in a Western state, where he went 
on a humanitarian mission and 
found “a gasoline famine.” 

Only doctors and similar profes- 
sional men were allowed to buy 
gasoline, he said, and when his 
automobile ran dry he put his med- 
ical doctor’s degree into use. 

He also told of efforts after the 
war to combat a typhus epidemic 
which was sweeping toward Rus- 
sia. At one time, he said, there 
were nearly 1,000,000 cases. The 
German Government placed the 
entire anti-typhus equipment of 
the German army at his disposal, 
transporting it without expense, to 
bring the disease under control, he 
said.

, crisis. My theory of the original 
bid provides this reserve of health 
—either in primary values or in 
distributional and rebid form—so 
that the patient survives the first 
attack and is able to submit to a 
second consultation. 
In other words, if I have bid one 
heart and you respond with two 
clubs, I am nearly always able to 
make another bid which will tell 
you more about my hand—even if 
the information is of a negative 
character such as “two hearts” in- 
dicates—and this enables you to 
tell me more about your hand. 
With example (a) you have to re- 
bid three clubs over two hearts, 
and I will sign off as I now under- 
stand that your hand is good only 
for clubs as trumps, and that only 
in a sad way. With example (b) 
you bid two no trumps over my two 
hearts, showing that in spite of my 
minimum reply to your takeout, and 
in spite of your inability to support 
hearts, you nevertheless see a fu- 
ture for the hand other than that 
of being played in clubs. 
„ I will now strive to make our 
course clearer for you, since your 
hand is plainly the one to take over 
the command, by bidding even a 
very weak doubly stopped four- 
card suit in spades or diamonds, 
meaning only that the enemy can- 
not run it off against us in no 
trumps, and that should be all you 
need to know to go game in no 
trumps. Your bidding shows some- 
thing other than good clubs in your 
hand. Mine shows a clear primary 
trick outside my heart suit, since 
had my opening bid been shaded / 
in respect of primary tricks, I 
would have had a second suit to 
bid over your two clubs. My hand 
would then be aggressive in type 
and provide a fit for the second 
suit or for no trumps. Since it is 
defensive in type, its reserve is in 
primary form—just what is needed 
to give you a fine playing chance, 
if not a near certainty, for three 
no trumps. The soundness of my 
original bid permits the response 
message to be given in two install- 
ments, of which the second is like- 
ly to be far more informative than 
the first.

The Expectant Mother 
T is now little more than 30 
| years since medicine instituted 
the routine supervision of the 
expectant mother. 


Experience has taught us that 
while pregnancy is what might be 
considered a normal physiologic 
process, careful medical super- 
vision for the nine months before 
the child's birth is in the interest 
of the mother’s health and that 
of the child as well. 


Prenatal care achieves séveral 
results. It assists the woman in 
making an adequate mental ad- 
justment to her experience. 


Prenatal care offers an oppor- 
tunity for the satisfactory treat- 
ment of complications and of cer- 
tain diseases which, if suffered by 
the mother, might make pregnancy 
a dangerous trial to her and the 
unborn child. 


Unfortunately, the progress we 
have made since pre-natal care was 
instituted has not been equal along 
all the lines mentioned. There are 
still some accidents associated with 
child birth which tax the resources 
of the medical profession. Such 
accidents are those of hemorrhage, 
shock and -infection. 


Specialists who have devoted 
considerable study to the problem 
of making motherhood as safe as 
possilbe, complain of the impa- 
tience which certain women show 
during delivery. This impatience 
tends to increase the number of 
instrumental deliveries, which in 
turn subject the woman to avoid- 
able hazards. 


Caesarean operations, by which 
the unborn child is surgically de- 
livered through an opening in the 
abdominal wall, rather than in the 
normal way, are also on the in- 
crease. 


While at times this method of 
delivery, as well as delivery by in- 
strumentation is unavoidable, its 
wider and sometimes unwarranted 
application undoubtedly accounts, 
in part, at least, for the still rela- 
tively high maternal mortality 
rate.

6 OW much more is a man 
He than a sheep?“ a

Open the book of Nature, as 
St. Paul did, and listen to the 
groan of creation, like a moth- 
er in travail, bringing forth 
man. No tale outside of fairy- 
land is more thrilling than the 
story science tells of the origin 
and slow emerging of man on 
earth, “with his face to heaven 
upturned.” He may often be 
like a sheep in his stupidity 
and herd-mindedness; he may 
even sink below it, doing what 
no animal would ever do. But 
he is lighted by a spark, he is 
troubled by a dream of justice 
and of beauty, and sent in 
search of unseen truth. 0 

Or turn to the book of His- 
tory and trace the long, tragic 
record, as showing the cost of 
man. His laws, his old and 
sweet customs, his high re- 
ligions, the advent and growth 
of love in his life—how can we 
estimate the cost of such price- 
less things? His modesties, his 
refinements, his moral ideals 
have been won at such cost, 
that it is treason to trample 
them down. Me is duller than 
a sheep, and no man at all, who 
would squander the hard-won 
inheritance of his race, or live 
off of it without adding to its 
treasure of merit. 

What is the matter with the 
world today, so torn by upheav- 
als and awry, until men of state 
grow gray? The fact is plain 
enough—the price of men is go- 
ing up! An increasing sense 
of the cost and worth of men,

eras. Perhaps they won't do it as 
small children, but they will even- 
tually—or so, at any rate, a good 
many movie people think. 

The reason is that the talent for 
acting seems to “run in the blood” 
very frequently. 

Both the moving picture and le- 
gitimate -stage can cite instance 
after instance in which a famous 
actor or actress had children who, 
in their turn, became famous actors 
or actresses—on their own merits, 
and not because of the family 
name. 


Will it be so with Charlie Jr. and 
Sydney Chaplin? Nobody can tell 
now, of course. But Hollywood has 
a hunch. 


Hollywood remembers, of course, 
how Joan and Constance.
